a provision in the 1958 soil bank 
acreage regulations for a civil pen 
alty against participating farmers 
who exceed the “ permitted acre­ 
age’’ for harvest of soil bank base 
crops. 
Under the 1958 program, a farm 
soil bank base will be established 
for participating farms. This base 
is the average number of acres 
j harvested in 1956 and 1957.

the payment itself. 
Under the modification announc­ 
ed today, farmers who do not com­ 
ply with the permitted acreage pro­ 
vision still will forfeit the entire 
payment, but no civil penalty will 
apply.

duck hunting season in Illinois will 
open Oct. 19 for a 70 day season. 
The length of the season will be 
the sa m e as last y ear but will 
open six days later, state Conser­ 
vation Director Glen I). 
P a lm er 
announced Friday. 


The season will close Dec 27. 
The goose hunting season in the 
northern zone will be the sa m e as 
for ducks 
However, P a lm e r said, 
the goose season in the southern 
zone will be limited to 50 days, be 
ginning Nov. 8 and ending Dec. 27.

y ea r the 
southern 
zone 
goose season was 40 days. 
Bag limits for ducks will be four 
per day. with a possession limit 
of eight after the Second day. For 
geese the bag limit will be five 
including no more than two Can 
ada geese. 
Shooting hours will be one half 
hour before sunrise to sunset. No 
Wood Ducks may be taken 
The Illinois season was set with 
in the limits announced T hu rsday 
by federal authorities who control 
the migratory fowl season.
